“Why, there are forty states whose 
farmers secure more from every acre 
tilled than does the farm er of Mis­ 
souri. 
“The thirteenth United States cen­ 
sus report indicates an average of all 
crops of Missouri at $14.25 per acre, 
while the average of all the states is 
$19.57 per acre. 
Why should Missouri 
let Massachusetts lead the states? 
If 
Missouri should produce on her farms 
as much per acre as Massachusetts, 
she would produce $388,064,367.16 ad­ 
ditional income every year. 
“Then let tis add 
$85,000,000 
for 
dairy products, for Wisconsin, hand­ 
icapped with le^s generous gifts of 
nature, earns $100,000,000 every year, 
as against the $15,000,000 of Missouri, 
possessing her great 
advantages 
of 
blue grass, her water, her open win­ 
ters and genial climate. 
“Is it too much for 
Missouri 
to 
raise as much wheat as Idaho’s 25.6 
bushels to the acre (Europe raises 30 
bushels to the acre)? 
“Is it too much to expect Missouri 
to raise as much corn to the acre as 
Connecticut, 
with 
her 
48 
bushels, 
when a boy in the Carolinas raised 
2,280 bushels on IO acres, a^jd thous­ 
ands of boys under Uncle Sam’s di­ 
rection average to the acre more than 
IOO bushels? 
“Is it too much to expect Missouri 
to produce as much fruit per tree as 
Arizona, when expert horticulturists 
tell us our product maybe increased 
six to ten fold? 
“Missouri ranks thirty-second in her 
schools. 
Why 
thirty-second? 
Why 
not first? 
“She has the laws, the opportunity 
How shall she be aroused to the ne­ 
cessity of effecting this change in po­ 
sitions? 
“But good consolidated schools re­ 
quire good roads, and, 
speaking 
of 
roads. Missouri has 100,000 miles of 
roads, but only 4.4 per cent are im­ 
proved, in comparison with 36.7 per 
cent of the roads of Indiana. 27 per 
cent of Ohio, ll) per cent of Kentucky 
With good roads and good schools 
we will have better homes in Mis­ 
souri, for Uncle Sam records the fact 
that there are but five states north 
of the Mason and Dixon line having 
poorer farm buildings than Missouri, 
and perhaps this is due to the farm 
machinery and implements the Mis­ 
souri fanner uses, because the same 
report emblazons to the 
world 
the 
damaging indictment that in all the 
district mentioned the Missouri farm­ 
er hail the poorest tools with which 
to work.”

Some of her crew is now* at 
Bremerhaven, the German naval of­ 
ficer is said to have told Boyd.

Boyd said he did not want to appear 
too inquisitive and didn’t want to ask 
many questions.

Karlsruhe are supposed to be in the 
West Indies or in South America. 


Intended to Surrender Dardaneles. 
London, March 25.—The Evening 
Chronicle published a dispatch from 
Bucharest, Rumania, saying that the 
Turkish government had but recently 
decided to surrender 
Constantinople 
and the Dardanelles to the attacking 
fleets of the allies.
